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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  my  nineteenth  Annual 
Report  to  the  Council.  As  in  previous  years  the  report  has 
been  prepared  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  applies  to  the  period  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1966 . 

1966  saw  improvements  in  many  aspects  of  environmental 
hygiene  in  Uoodbridge  but  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  was 
unf or tunately  marred  by  an  outbreak  of  dysentery,  which 
although  never  approaching  the  proportions  of  an  epidemic  was 
sufficiently  severe  to  disrupt  the  school  term  and  damp  the 
Christmas  festivities  for  many  families.  This  outbreak 
extended  well  into  19^7  although  the  peak  of  spread  was  past 
before  Christmas  and  I  am  happy  to  record  in  connection  with 
the  control  of  this  outbreak  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
of  the  Council  Officers  and  especially  Mr.  Snowden  who  was 
tireless  in  his  efforts  to  track  down  and  eliminate  every 
source  of  infection. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  gratitude  to  the  Council  for  the  help  and  support  which  1 
have  received  during  the  year.

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1.  The  population  of  uoodbridge  continues  to  grow  slowly  but  steadily. 
The  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  provided  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  6,3^0,  which  is  an  increase  of  70  over  the  previous 
year.  The  annual  increase  from  year  to  year  has  been  of  a 
similar  magnitude  for  a  considerable  time. 

2.  Live  births  in  1 966  totalled  111  which  is  the  highest  figure  in 
Woodbridge  for  many  years . 


3.  The  number  of  Still  births  was  4,  and  is  slightly  above  the 
average  for  past  years. 


4.  As  usual  the  Death  Rate  is  somewhat  less  than  the  corresponding 
rate  for  England  and  bales  and  is  among  the  lowest  for  Uoodbridge 
for  several  years.  The  total  number  of  deaths  was  72.  TJhile 
the  distribution  of  deaths  between  male  and  female  is  usually 
fairly  equal  the  distribution  in  19 66  was  rather  unusual  in  that 
male  deaths  composed  only  about  one-third  of  the  total. 


5.  Tilth  a  total  of  3  the  Infantile  deaths  were  comparable  with 
previous  years . 

6 .  With  regard  to  the  Causes  of  Death  the  same  general  pattern 
emerges  as  in  previous  years.  The  diseases  associated  with  the 
heart  and  circulation  account  for  about  half  while  the  malignant 
diseases  are  next  in  frequency  with  about  a  quarter.  This 
proportion  incidentally  has  increased  from  one-fifth  since  the 
previous  year  and  the  increase  is  mainly  among  females.  There 
were  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  or  childbirth  xvhile 
infectious  causes  and  accidents  accounted  for  one  and  two 
respective ly . 


7.  Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  in  1966  numbered  6 7,  which  is 
100  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  main  cause  of 
notification  was  Sonne  Dysentery  which  accounted  for  56  cases  up 
to  the  end  of  the  year. 


8.  This  outbreak  of  dysentery,  which  covered  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year  was  in  some  respects  very  similar  to  the  outbreak  in  the  town 
eleven  years'  ago.  The  type  of  infection  was  the  same  and  they 
were  both  associated  initially  with  the  same  school  while  the 
general  features  of  the  outbreak  had  many  features  resembling  the 
previous  one.  It  can,  however,  be  stated  quite  definitely  that 
there  was  no  connection  between  the  two  incidents.  Although  the 
exact  mechanism  of  the  introduction  of  the  infection  in  the  recent 
outbreak  was  not  definitely  proved,  at  the  time  of  the  commencement 
of  the  dysentery  in  Uoodbridge  cases  had  been  reported  in  Ipswich 
and  other  areas  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  infection  was 
imported  into  Uoodbridge  from  outside  in  October. 
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8 .  (contd. } 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  5 6  cases  had  been  found  and  investigated 
and  in  most  of  these  recovery  was  uneventful  although  the  period 
of  infectivity  was  in  some  instances  prolonged  and  proved  a  great 
trial  to  all  concerned.  By  the  end  of  the  year  however  the 
spread  from  family  to  family  had  ceased  and  new  cases  thereafter 
were  mainly  due  to  the  spread  of  infection  within  families  already 
infected. 

Dysentery  is  an  extremely  infectious  condition,  but  fortunately 
the  Sonne  type  (named  after  a  Danish  bacteriologist),  which  is  the 
common  type  in  this  country,  is  only  rarely  severe  or  dangerous 
in  its  manifestations. 

It  is  carried  from  one  person  to  another  by  food,  either  directly 
by  an  infectious  person  touching  food  which  is  later  consumed  by 
others,  or  indirectly  by  a  person  handling  some  object  which  has 
been  touched  by  a  carrier  of  the  infection  and  so  getting  his 
hands  infected. 

To  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  the  main  protection  is  the 
strictest  attention  to  hygiene.  Handwashing  before  the 
consumption  of  food  should  be  invariable  and  those  who  handle  food 
destined  for  others  should  remember  their  responsibility. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  lay  down  very  clearly  the  conditions 
for  keeping  and  handling  food  but  ultimately  the  cleanliness  of 
food  depends  on  the  food  handler  applying  the  basic  rules  of 
common  cleanliness. 

9.  In  connection  with  the  prevention  of  disease  I  am  indebted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  following  figures 
relating  to  the  immunisation  against  certain  infections  carried 
out  in  Uoodbridge:-

10.  In  previous  reports  X  have  mentioned  that  immunisation  against 
measles  has  been  for  a  considerable  time  under  investigation  and 
it  is  understood  that  very  promising  results  have  been  obtained 
in  the  production  of  a  safe  and  reliable  vaccine.  Pe  will,  no 
doubt,  hear  more  about  this  in  the  next  year  or  two. 

11.  Tuberculosis  over  the  recent  years  has  shown  a  decrease  in 
prevalence  throughout  the  country.  In  lp66  the  figures  for 
Poodbridge  show  a  corresponding  improvement.  The  year  started 
with  a  total  of  15  cases  on  the  register  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  number  had  fallen  to  12.  The  proportion  of  patients 
recovering  from  the  disease  is  rising  steadily. 

12.  The  statistical  material  dealing  with  housing  will  be  found 
on  Page  12  of  the  Report . 

Although  the  housing  situation  has  improved  greatly  in  the 
past  few  years  there  is  still  a  keen  demand  for  houses  and 
there  are  still  houses  in  occupation  which  are  below  the 
standards  which  are  now  regarded  as  acceptable  and  many  more 
houses  are  required  to  provide  for  all  who  need  them. 

During  1966  there  was  a  considerable  amount  of  house  building 
activity  in  the  to>m  and  this  was  confined  to  the  sphere  of 
private  enterprise  which  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  added  131 
new  houses.  The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  redevelopment  of 
Castle  Street  area,  with  the  North  side  completed,  has  been 
held  up  pending  decisions  regarding  the  South  side. 

Pith  regard  to  the  remaining  sub-standard  houses  in  the  town 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  great  progress  can  be  effected 
until  more  accommodation  for  rehousing  is  made  available. 

13»  The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in 
Poodbridge  are  in  the  main  as  described  in  previous  reports 
and  the  organisation  has  operated  without  complaint  during  the 
year . 


l4 ,  The  disposal  of  sewage,  for  long  such  a  great  problem  in 

Poodbridge  now  takes  place  at  the  Joint  Sewage  Porks  at  Creek 
Farm.  This  was  opened  officially  in  May  1966  and  the  present 
position  is  that  while  portions  of  the  sewering  in  the  town 
require  renovation  and  extension  the  means  of  disposal  is 
adequate  for  all  needs . 
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15.  A  local  authority,  especially  in  a  shopping  centre  such  as 
Woodbridge  has  a  great  responsibility  to  the  public  to  see 
that  the  highest  standards  of  hygiene  in  the  food  trade 
are  maintained.  By  and  large  the  food  trade  is  well 
aware  of  its  responsibility  but  adequate  supervision  is 
required  to  ensure  that  there  is  no  falling  off  in  standards 
and  to  help  and  encourage  the  trade  in  this  important 
function . 

During  the  year  Mr.  Snowden,  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
has  carried  out  routine  and  special  inspections  in  food 
premises  and  a  summary  of  his  work  is  appended  to  this 
report . 


l6.  Woodbridge  has  many  amenities  which  are  well  worth 

preservation  but  in  some  cases  these  could  by  judicious 
planning  be  improved.  One  which  1  feel  might  well  be 
considered  is  the  riverside  area  between  the  River  Jail 
and  the  railway.  This  forms  a  considerable  area  and  with 
the  exception  of  certain  circumscribed  parts  which  have 
been  utilised,  is  mainly  boggy  land  and  a  prime  breeding 
ground  for  mosquitos  and  other  pests.  X  feel  that  if 
some  well  planned  scheme  were  undertaken  to  reclaim  this 
land  it  could  become  an  attractive  part  of  the  general 
amenity  which  is  afforded  by  the  River  Wall.

water  cisterns;  leaking  eavesgutters  and  rainwater  pipes; 
noise,  as  well  as  the  many  notifications  of  wasps,  ants, 
flies,  rats  and  mice. 

The  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each  ca.se. 

(ii)  eleven  complaints,  primarily  concerning  housing  conditions 
were  received,  and  alleged  such  defects  as  dampness, 
repairs  outstanding,  and  overcrowding.  All  such  defects 
were  investigated  and  steps  taken  to  improve  conditions 
wherever  possible.  Many  of  this  type  of  complaint  came

Of  those  food  premises  and  mobile  foodshops  receiving  an  inspection 
during  the  year,  a  majority  had  one  or  more  items  needing  attention, 
which  resulted  in  informal  notices  being  served  on  those  persons 
respons ible . 

Eight  such  premises  and  vehicles  were  rendered  satisfactory  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

No  contraventions  were  found  which  would  in  my  opinion  warrant  the 
institution  of  legal  proceedings. 


General 

The  trend  to  modernise  and  adapt  premises  on  self-service  lines 
was  continued  during  the  year. 
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Foreign  Bodies  in  Food 

Four  cases  we re  reported  and  investigated.  Steps  were  taken 
to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  complaints,  which  comprised  a 
bolt  in  a  can  of  processed  peas;  flies  in  a  fish  and  chip 
lunch;  a  nail  in  a  bar  of  chocolate,  and  dirt  in  a  milk  bottle. 

Unsound  Food 

Two  complaints  were  also  received  which  alleged  food  was  sold  in 
an  unsound  condition.  Neither  case  was  substantiated. 

Ice  Cream 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  1 6  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 ,  Tor  the  storage  and  sale  of  pre-packed 
ice  cream  is  23,  an  increase  of  one  during  the  year. 

Three  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages; 
or  the  preparation  of  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food.
